—Weeping loudly, Mrs. Elsie 
Sweetin appealed to the jury in her 
second trial for murder today to 
“Give me death, if you think I 
killed my husband.” 

“I don’t want to go back to pris- 
on, away from my children,” she 
said. “I don’t want to go back to 
prison.” 

Her plea to the jury of farmers 
was made after she had spent the 
morning in the witness chair trying 
to explain away or deny the State’s 
evidence in support of its charge 
that she poisoned her late husband, 
Wilford Sweetin, a coal miner, in 

924. 

Mrs. Sweetin shed an occasional 
tear during the repetition of her 
story that mob fear and ill treat- 
ment forced her to confess falsely 
that she killed her husband. But 
when her attorney, R. E. Smith, 
at conclusion of her cross-examina- 
tion, asked, “Is there anything else 
you would like to say to the jury?” 
the Ina widow raised her handker- 
chief to her face and forced her 
words out, some times inaudibly 
between tears and sobs. 

Says She Was. Trapped.

“T’ve been trapped into this,” she 
deciared. “I did not kill my hus- 
band. If you think I killed my 
husband, give me death. I don't 
want to go back to prison.

Mrs. Sweetin has served nearly 
three years of her 35-year sentence 
in the penitentiary at Stateville. 
She and her former Methodist pas- 
tor and admirer, Lawrence 
Hight, were convicted together in 
the first trial for the murder of 
Sweetin nearly three years ago.

dried her tears and sought solace 
in the youngest of her three sons, 
Harry. Lee, 1l-years old. A few ot 
the women. spectators in the 
crowded courtroom shed sympa- 
thetic tears with her.

Mrs. Sweetin placed on Hight the 
blame of forcing her to confess 
falsely the murder of her husband 
following her arrest. 

“I was so tired, ill, weak and 
nervous from all my troubles, from 
all the abuse, I could hardly sit 
up,” she repeated. 

“Hight said a mob was gather- 
ing. and that I soon would be in 
its hands unless I made a state- 
ment to satisfy the officers or they 
would take me out of town. He 
said if I made the statement, he 
would go back later to his first 
confession that he killed him. He 
told me to say I gavé my husband 
arsenic in soup, in anything. I! 
did it because I thought it was the 
only thing I could do. I was tired, 
ill, weak, nervous and frightened.” 


Tells of Her Confession. 

Her father-in-law, C. C. ("Uncle 
Lum") Sweetin, testified yesterday 
that Mrs. Sweetin admitted to him 
giving his son poison supplied to 
her by Hight. Judge Pearce ad- 
mitted Sweetin’s testimony and 
ruled out other evidence pertaining 
to her various confessions. He held 
that the confession to Sweetin 
seemed to have been given volun- 
tarily to a person in whom she had 
confidence. 

She met the testimony of her 
father-in-law, on which the State 
relies for a second conviction, by 
pleading a misunderstanding. 

“I thought Mr. Thompson told 
me to tell my father-in-law what 
I had told him,” she said. 

Former State’s Attorney Frank 
Thompson, now assisting State's 
Attorney Allen in the prosecution 
of the second trial, accompanied 
her to the Salem jail the night of 
Sept. 24, 1924, when she talked to 
her father-in-law. The elder 
Sweetin, however, testified yester- 
day Thompson left her cell while 
their conversation was held. 

R. E. Smith, Mrs. Sweetin’s 
counsel, led her through a long 
explanation, point by point, of the 
State’s evidence. 

Denies She Invited Hight. 

“Hight came to my home during 
Wilford's illness, but not one time 
at my invitation.” she sobbed.

von Maltzan, German Ambassador 
to the United States, was one of 
six persons killed today when a 
Lufthansa airplane, in which he 
was traveling from Berlin to Mun- 
ich to meet his wife and  \Iiittle 
daughter, crashed outside of Hain- 
richsruhe, seven miles from Schieiz, 
in Thuringia. 

The only eye-witness to the ac- 
cident said that it occurred when 
a wing crumpled and the plane 
plunged to earth. ?

The plane was apparently trying 
to make a landing, an eyewitness 
said today at Schleiz. 

Plunged 300 Fect. 

He said the plane flew over 
Schleiz about 9:36 a. m. and then 
was seen attempting to land to- 
| ward the south In the direction of 
Hof. Unable to land. he said, the 
plane began to roll suddenly and 
then plunged 300 feet to the 
ground. It overturned and buried 
itself partly in the ground while 
the left wing, which was broken 
off in the piunge, was hurled 70 
feet away. 

Some say that a great explosion 
was heard and flames spurted 
from the plane. 

The cabin Was completely 
smashed and the mutilated bodies 
of the plane’s occupants were 
found buried in the debris. Luft- 
hansa experts who arrived in a 
special plane have found it diffi- 
cult to determine the cause of the 
crash as the plane was demolished. 

The machine had been inspected 
this morning prior to its departure 
by mechanics who certified to the 
Lufthansa company that the ma- 
chine was in order. 

Lufthansa officials point out 
that Charlett hag been a pilot since 
1912 and flown 260,000 kilometers 
for the company without a mishap. 
The company also points out that 
both the pilot and mechanic have 
flown the Berlin-Munich route con- 
startly and are familiar with every 
stretch of the territory. — 

Any suspicion that sabotage 
caused the wrecking of the plane 
is unwarranted, the technical de- 
partment of Lufthansa asserts.

matic or industrial world, Baron 
von Maltzan saw Germany’s way to 
popularity throughout the world 
was tied up with the achievements 
of her people in sports, aeronau- 
tics, art and music. He therefore 


did everything possible to bring 
leaders in these lines of human 
endeavor to America. 

A year ago when he expressed 
the opinion that he swimming 
achievements of Eric Rademacher 
were better than the services of a 
dozen diplomats there was some 
consternation in Wilhelmstrasse, 
but events showed he was right. 

President von Hindenburg was 
first to send condolences to Baron- 
ess von Malizan. He said “The 
terrible disaster which has be- 
fallen you so suddenly grieves me 
deeply. I beg you to accept this 
expression of my deepest sympathy. 
Germany loses in your husband, 
who lost his life so tragically, one 
of her ablest diplomats and most 
distinguished representatives whose 
memory I shall always honor.” 

The death of Baron von Maltzan 
recalls a curious family legend con- 
cerning a string of pearls. ‘ 

In return for a favor, the legend 
runs, a goblin presented the pearls 
to Baroness Eva Regna Maltzan in 
1588. The goblin, in making the 
presentation, is supposed to have 
said the pearls would bring luck as 
long as they retained their true 
color, but that if death threatened 
the head of some branch of the 
family, this would be revealed by 
the pearls changing color. 

Baroness Louise Reibnitz Malt- 
zan, aunt of the Ambassador, in 
recalling the legend, said the gob- 
ling admonished that dire conse- 
quences had followed misuse of the 
pearls.

Nicknamed “Red Baron.” 

Baron Ago von Maltzan was 
good naturedly nicknamed by the 
German people “The Red Baron,” 
because for years he had been Un- 
der Secretary of State in the Ger- 
man Foreign Office in charge of 
the Eastern Department—and that 
meant Russia. It was his job to 
Study the vast changes that were 
going forward in the realms of the 
soviet and his knowledge of com- 
munism was at once keen and 
penetrating. 

Baron von Maltzan was 50 years 
old and a native of Mecklenburg. 
Choosing a military carcer, the 
Baron, after his gradution from the 
universities of Bonn and Breslau, 
became a Lieutenant of Dragoons, 
The lure of diplomatic life, how- 
ever, soon caused him to _ shift 
from the military and he entered 
the Foreign Office as an attache 
in 1906. 

Baron von Maltzan was chris- 
tened Adolf Georg Otto, but early 
in life shortened his name by us- 
ing only the three initials and 
adopting the “Ago” as his Chris- 
tian name, 

Held Diplomatic Posts. 

Serving successively as Secretary 
of Legation at Rio de Janeiro, 
Christiania and St. Petersburg, 
Baron von Maltzan, in 1912, be- 
came Councillor of Legation at 
China. Here he remained until 
China joined the allies against 
Germany and then the Baron re- 
turned home for work in the For-.- 
eign Office. While in China he 
married Miss Edith Cruson, daugh- 
ter of a wealthy Magdeburg stee] 
manufacturer, 

The Baron played no smal] part 
in the framing of the Treaty of 
Rapallo between Russia and Ger.

Mrs. Smith died June 24 last. 
For several years before her 
death she had been,a patient in | 
St. Vincent's Institution. Under | 
the terms of her will.a total of 
$18,500 was bequeathed in specific | 
bequests to Catholic organizations | 
and the remainder was divided in | 
equal parts among the Little Sisters 
of the Poor, 2209 Hebert street; 
Mount St. Rose Hospital, 9101 
South Broadway, and the Roman 
Catholic Theological Seminary in 
St. Louis County. 

Among the larger specific be- 
quests $5000 each was hequeathed 
to St. Anthony’s Church and St. 
Mary’s Infirmary, $2000 for masses 
for herself and husband and $1000 
each to St. Mary‘s Orphan Asylum 
and St. Joseph’s Male Orphan 
Asylum. The various beneficiaries 
and the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
as executor under the will, are 
named as defendants.

As it was, Tunney himself looked 
into the grim face of defeat and 
only came through winner by a 
remarkable combination of cour- 
age; diplomacy and superior box- 
ing skill. 

There was something elise that 
came to the rescue of Gene in that 
memorable seventh round. The 
climax bad come after six rather 
listless periods of boxing, with 
Dempsey taking the well-nigh’ im- 
possible view that he could ture 
Tunney inte comjng toward him. 

Dempsey Tried to Laura 

Throughout the earlier rounds 
of the fight Dempsey had sur- 
prised fans and fulfilled a predic- 
tion of the writer. He came in 
standing up and feinting. He re- 
fused to mix. He teased and tan- 
tclized Tunney. and tried to get 
James Joseph to come to the front. 
Tunney. well-advised, refused to 
mix and then Dempsey, reverting 
to type in the fifth round, started 
to bob and weave and carry the 
fight. 

In doing so he met several solid 
checks from Tunney’s one-two 
punch; but without being impaired 
in efficiency he began the seventh 
round a stronger and better Jack 
Dempsey than Tunney had ever 
séeh. It was noticeable in Tun- 
ney’s bearing that he had a greater 
respect for’ Dempsey than in their 
former fight. 

The Furious Seventh Round, 

And then came the latter half 
of the round, when Jack slipped 
over a right and then a ieft that 
found Tunney's body and head. 
Gene sagged. You know Dempsey. 
Standing spraddie-legged, he let 
Tunney have. both barrels again. 

Right, ‘left: right. left—socko’.

CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—In a set- 
ting that could scarcely been more 
picturesque had it been painted by 
a master’s brush, a crowd of 140,- 
600 to 150,000 spectators jammed, 
in the blackness of night, into Sol- 
dier Field last night for the Jack 
Dem psey-Gene Tunney world’s 
heavyweight championship fight. 

An acre or more of human be- 
ings paid the staggering sum of 
$2,658,660, the richest gate in prize 
fight history, to see and form the 
background of this great spectacie. 
The stupendous crowd was a rec- 
ord-breaker, eclipsing the previous 
high mark of 130,000, with gate re- 
ceipts of nearly $2,000,000, at the 
battle at Philadelphia a year ago, 
when Dempsey, in a pouring rain, 
lost his title to Tunney. 

This tremendous crowd, attracted 
last night to the biggest arena in 
America, gathered to witness the 
most talked of battle in all the 
history of glove fighting and for 
the greatest purse ever offered— 
$1,000,000 to the champion and 
$450,000 to the challenger. It was 
strictly a Dempsey crowd—four out 
of five pulling for the popular 
Manassa mauler to regain his lost 
honors. 

A Magnificent Spectacle. 

It was a magnificent spectacle. 
Each person seemed conscious of 
the fact that she or he was form- 
ing an important part of a human 
design that settled itself in the 
monster horseshoe-shaped concrete 
besides and round at the 
south end, with temporary seats 
closing the north end. 

The crowd, gathering slowly and 
orderly in the dusk, filed out of 
the stadium as orderly as it came. 
it was splendidly handled, a typi- 
cal Tex Rickard crowd, handled 
with his customary efficiency. 

Gazing at the crowd from the 
ring, flooded with light, the spec- 
tators looked like a closely woven 
fabric—a sea of faces everywhere. 
Industrial leaders of America, 
bankers, millionaires, others not so 
rich, a page ripped from “Who's 
Who” made up the vast assem- 
blage. The spectators came from 
the four corners of the nation.

Crowd Comes Early. . 

As soon as the gates to Soldier 
Field were opened at 5 p. m. the 
crowd started going through the 
turnstiles. The stream of fight fans 
were guided to the gates by solid 
lines of police and ushers. There 
were in excess of 2500 police, all 
in uniform, stationed at the 50 en- 
trances. 

Another crew of sentries, ticket 
inspectors and ushers directed the 
spectators to their wooden benches 
and chairs making up the 40,000 
ringside seats or the permanent 
seats in the horse shoe shaped 
structure. 

More than 5590 ushers, police 
and other employes comprised the 
crew that handied the crowd. 

George F. Getz, millionaire coal 
operator, asseciated with Rickard 
as the legai promoter of the fight. 
to comply with the Illinois boxing 
law, showed up at the ring side 
before 7 o’clock, long before Rick- 
ard, the man jerking the strings in 
the background, made his appcar- 
ance. . 

Getz, tall, silver-haired and 60, 
was the busiest individual in the 
place. He dashed around the ring, 
attending to the demands of the 
newspaper correspondents and 
whispering instructions to the po- 
lice. 

Getz became asseciated with 
Rickard in the venture because he 
considered it a civic duty.

There was some 
evidence of it in the ringside bet- 
ting. But it wasot apparent when 
Jack slipped into the ring with 
hardly a handclap and certainly 
no Ovation. He wore a white flan- 
nel bathrobe and it is not exag- 
geration to say that he really look- 
ed as good as he has ever looked 
in his life. Otto Floto of Denver, 
who discovered Dempsey, took one 
look and then wished he had a bet 
down.

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GALA RECEPTION AND BALL 
END PARIS LEGION MEETING 


French Government Chiefs and Officials of 
Capital Entertain Americans at 
Hotel de Ville and Opera. 


By the Associated —— : 
PARIS, Sept. 23.—The Ameri- 


can Legion’s 1927 National Con- 
vention—the first ever held out- 
side the United States—closed iast 
night with a great reception at the 
Hotel de Ville and a gala ball at 
the opera. These affairs were ar- 
ranged by the city of Paris and 
by the French Government. 

The ball attracted so many of 
the legionnaires and their ladies 
that the house was full almost be- 
fore the band struck up the first 
fox trot and. several hundred had 
to be turned away. 

It would be hard to estimate how 
many did get in, but they esti- 
mated at thousands, and dancing 
room was so-scarce that they had 
to take it in relays.

A decision by Tom Pendergast, 
Democratic boss of Kansas City, 
noc to support Dr. Arthur W. Nel- 
son for a second nomination for 
Governor, a refusal by former 
Gov. Gardner tc announce whether 
he will De a candidate, and a hesi- 
tancy of other prospective candi- 
dates to state their intentions 
while Gardner remains silent rend- 
ers it-improbable that the State 
political situation wil! be cleared 
by the time of the big rally and 
barbecue in Sedalia, Oct. 12. 

In the absence of a_ definite 
lineup of candidates for Governor, 
the Sedalia meeting gives indica- 
tion of being essentially Senator 
Reed’s affair. with the Senator’s 
speech his platform in his candi- 
dacy for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the presidency. though 
each of the talked-of candidates 
for Governor will be given 10 
wrénutes on the platform. 

If the attendance at. the barbe- 
cue is sufficiently representative 
of the entire party in the State, 
it may be that those who are con- 
sidering entering the race will be 
able to size up their chances, and 
that shortly afterward definite 
announcements will be forthcom- 
ing. 

McCawley Out in Open. 

State Senator A. L. McCawley of 
Carthage is the only candidate out 
in the open. He has been cam- 
paigning as a candidate for several! 
months. Francis M. Wilson, form- 
er United States District Attorney 
at Kansas City. and Stephen Bb. 
Hunter of Cape Girardeau, a mem- 
ber of the 1922 Constitutional con- 
vention, also have been campaign- 
ing. but rather under cover. They 
have explained their trip to rura. 
counties and their conferences with 
party workers by saying they were 


merely looking the ground over 
before deciding whether to run. 

Pendergast’s decision as to Nel. 
son, which he told Nelson several 
days ago. indicates that the Pen- 
dergast support will go to Wilson 
or to A. L. Gossett of Kansas City. 
and that Pendergast will expect 
them to decide which shall be the 
candidate, He will not advise 
either, but will support the one who 
runs, 

Former Goy. Gardner, just back 
from several months in Europe, 
had not had time to think of poll- 
tics, and would not have for sev- 
eral weeks. If later on the situa- 
tion appeared to justify a _ state- 
ment he would make it. 

Former Circuit Judge Daniel G. 
Taylor of St. Louis also has under 
consideration becoming a candi- 
date. It is not likely that both 
Taylor and Gardner will run, and it 
mInay be that neither will. 

Nelson Uncertain as to Race. 

Nelson, after fis conference with 
Pendergast, said that he was un- 
certain whether he would be a can- 
didate. 

“The support of Mr. Pendergast 
would be most desirable if I should 
run,”’ he said, “but his attitude will 
hot influence my decision.” 

Pendergast supported Nelson in 
1924, but Nelson won the nomina- 
tion in the rural sections, to which 
Pendergast's influence did not ex- 
tend. 

The general opinion heard among 
Democrats is that in the final line- 
up the candidates will be McCaw- 
ley, Wilson, either Nelson or Hun- 
ter, and possibly Lon Sanders of 
Webster Groves. The impression 
is growing that Gardner will not 
enter, and also that Taylor and 
Gossett will decide to remain out. 

Wilson Once Voted With Drys. 

In such a lineup, McCawley 
would have the call on the dry vote 
out State. Wilson would have the 
advantage of the organization sup- 
port in Kansas City and probabiy 
also the organization support in St. 
Louls, though one little vote he 
cast as a member of the State Sen- 
ate nearly 20 years ago is certain to 
bob up to cause him trouble in the 
cities. Wilson voted with the drys 
on a county unit bill long before 
State-wide prohibition was an issue 
and when the prohibitionists were 
trying to dry up the State in smal!

200,000 SLAVES IN AFRICA 
TO BE SET FREE JAN, | 


Legislative Council of Sierra Leone 
Unanimously Adopts Ordi- 
nance.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—Thousands 
of slaves in Sierra Leone, a Brit- 
ish protectorate on the west coast 
of Africa, are to receive their lib- 
erty by act of law. A Daily Mail 
dispatch from Freetown, Sierra 
Leone, says that an ordinance in- 
troduced in the Legisiative Council 
today providing for freeing all 
slaves in the protectorate after 
Jan. 1, 1928, was unanimously 
adopted. 

There has, been strong agitation 
against slavery under the British 
crown, and recently conversations 
have been carried on between the 
British Government and the Sierra 
Leone administration. More than 
200.000 slaves, it is declared, will 
enjoy the benefit of the new law.

A campaign to undo the sup- 
posed evil effects of the naval con- 
ference failure in Geneva will be 
started by Laborites, Liberals and 
the League of Nations Union and 
will play a leading part in the 
movement, it is predicted. 

The existing Anglo-American 
arbitration treaty comes up for re- 
vision next June. 

The campaign, however, will be 
carefully kept free from the Ge- 
neva protocol ramifications which 
are regarded by England as the 
great obstacle to disarmament and 
arbitration. 

It is learned authoritatively that 
Australia is the chief stumbling 
block in the way of British accept- 
ance of compulsory arbitration un- 
der the Hague court. 


CROKER SOUGHT TO BECOME 
IRISH CITIZEN, WITNESSES SAY 


Evidence Given Supporting That of 

Letter Previously Offered in 

. Suit Over Estate. 

WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., Sept. 
23.—Testimony designed to show 
that Richard Croker, former Tam- 
many chief, had instituted steps to 
become a citizen of the Irish Free 
State before his death in 1922 was 
introduced here yesterday when the 
Crok:r homestead case was re- 
opened in Circuit Court. 

The testimony was in the form 
of a letter alleged to have been 
written by Croker Jan. 16, 1922. 
Capt. P. M. Monyhan of Dublin. 
chief of the instigation branch of 
t:e Irish Free State, testified that 
the letter addressed to Arthur 
Griffith, president of the Free 
State. was given to him § after 
Croker’s death and iater delivered 
by him to N. K. Hennessey. at that 
time attorney for Mrs. Croker. 
Hennessey testified that he deliv- 
ered the letter to Mrs. Croker. The 
document was first introduced as 
evidence last fall. Since that time 
it has been disputed by handwrit- 
ing experts at various hearings in 
New York and West Palm Beach. 
Sons and daughters of Croker are 
seeking an interest In the Palm 
Beach estate. which, they claim, is 
the Croker homestead.

ILEAGUE TO STUDY 
ALCOHOL PROBLEM 
ASSEMBLY VOTES 


Norwegian Threatens to Re- 
sign as Commissioner for 
Refugees Unless Action Is 
Taken by Council. -

GENEVA, Sept. 23.—A resolu- 


tion introduced by Finland, Poland 
and Sweden that the problem of 
alcoholism be studied seriously by 
a special committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Council, was adopt- 


ed unanimously today by the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations. 
The question of the appointment 
of a committee is to be taken up 
by the 1928 Assembly. The pro- 
posal was backed by the Belgian, 
Danish and Czecho-Slovakian dele- 
gations. 

Threatening to resign as the 
League of Nations Commissioner 
for Armenian refugees unless the 
powers do something to create an 
Armenian National Home, Dr. Frid- 
tjof Nansen, the noted Arctic ex- 
plorer, succeeded in inducing the 
council of the league yesterday to 
make a new appeal to the nations 
to contribute funds to settle on the 
soil of the Armenian republic Eri- 
van 50,000 refugees now scattered 
over different parts of the Near 
East. 


Says League Has Failed. 

Nansen told the council that the 
league had failed in its efforts to 
help the Armenians. 

M. Titulescu, Rumanian Foreign 
Minister, took the lead in appeal- 
ing to Nansen not to insist on his 
resignation, which the Norwegian 
delegate eventually withdrew on 
the promise that he would have 
an opportunity to air the whole 
Armenian problem in the assembly. 

He informed the council that he 
had been unable to get the con- 
sent of the Erivan Government to 
the refugee settlement plan because 
he could not guarantee material 
help from the nations’ members of 
the league. 

M. Briand, French Foreign Min- 
ister, promised French assistance 
In settling Armesians on the soll 
of Syria. 

Deo 1 has been chosen unof- 
ficially by League leaders for the 
next meeting of the special com- 
mission engaged in preparing a 
draft treaty for submission to the 
international conference for the 
reduction of armaments. The 
United States is represented on the 
commission. 

U. S. and Arms Committee. 

The United States Government 
will have an opportunity to partic. 
ipate in the elaboration of the sys- 
tem of arbitration and security 
pacts simultaneously with its co- 
operation with the League of Na- 
tions in progressive disarmament, 
In preparing its general report 
to the Assembly of the League to- 
day the Disarmament Commission

“TE FOR DISHES 
IN WEEK'S MENUS 


Appeal to the Family Appetite 
Through These Palatable 
Dishes. 


In serving omelette with vege- 
tables at breakfast, remember that 
it is an excellent way of using Up 
left-over vegetables. At the ciofe 
of luncheon: or dinner, set these 
left-over vegetables away to chill in 
immaculately clean dishes. Next 
morning, as the case may be, these 
vegetables are chopped, reheated in 
a cream sauce and added to a plain 
omelette, 

Nut Bread, 

Measure and sift together one 
cup flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder, one cup brown sugar and 
one-half teaspoon salt. Add. twe 
tablespoons mikk, one teaspoon 
grape juice, one well beaten egg 
and one cup chopped nut meats. 
Beat well and combine thoroughly. 
Pour into a well greased pan and 
bake for about forty-five minutes, 
or until well done, 

Fruit Salad. 

In this menu fruit salad serves 
both as a salad and a dessert. 
Pieces of pineapple, peaches and 
pears, with a few slices or cubes of 
banana added, makes a delicious 
salad which fills the bill as a com- 
bination salad and dessert. The 
mixture may be served in tall 
glasses or sherbet cups with the 
juice of the fruits and orange or 
lemon juice slightly sweetened, 
poured over the fruit. 

Other housewives prefer serving 
a fruit salad dressing with this 
salad, A nico dressing of this type 
is made of one egg, one cup sour 
cream, two tablespoons vinegar, one 
teaspoon sugar, one teaspoon salt 
and a dash of mustard. 

Mix dry ingredients and put into 
Saucepan or double boiler. Beat the 
egg slightly, add cream and vinegar 
and whip them all thoroughly with 
an egg beater. Put with dry in- 
gredients, stir and cook until 
thick, A grain or two of cayenne 
is good. May be thinned with 
whipped cream. 

Banana Circles, 

Banana circles are madé on & 
foundation | of sponge or 
take; slice the cake and cut inte 
circles; dip in melted butter and 
granulated sugar, then brown deli« 
cately in the oven. Meantime slice 
the bananas, dllowing one to each 
serving, and cook them slowly in « 
sirup made of one cupful of sugar 
and one cupful of water, with 
enough lemon juice to flavor. When 
they are’tender, drain and arrange 
in circles on the cake. Then boil 
the e*up down slightly and add 
One and a half teaspoonfuls of gel- 
atin softened in a little cold water, 
also enough currant jelly or any 
tart canned fruit juice to tint nice. 
ly.. Cool the sirup and pour over 
the circles, Just before serving top 
each with a rosette of whipped 
cream,

Tomato Soup. 

Spicy tomato soups can be made 
In no end of ways, some of them 
quite carelessly. A tomato added 
to the strained off liquid of some 
leftover lamb broth may make « 
combination that is most Savory as 
soup. In preparing @ tomato soup 
with onion, sweat the chopped 
onion in a little salt pork fat or 
butter, add other vegetables and 
meat stock and start them cooking 
_ together, then add the tomato. 
Roast Ribs of Beef. 

Even as small a plece as two 
pounds of short rib can be roasted 
in the same manner as a rib roast 
®. and if the beef from which it 
was cut was of good quality this 
meat will be finely palatable. 

Pour hot fat over the meat bes 
fore putting it Into a hot oven of 
400 degrees or a little more, and 
add a little water to the pan to 
keep the fat from burning, as it 
gets hotter and hotter. A little 
more may be needed to protect 
what meat juice cooks out. Baste 
every ten or fifteen minutes and 
cook a two-pound plece at least an 
hour. It is not wise to rub salt inte 
the surface of beef to be roasted be- 
cause it is likely to get too brown 
and make the gravy bitter. Galt 
15 minutes es before the end.
